This resolution, according to well-in- 
formed members, was the first action 
ever taken by either house of the Episc»- 
pal convention on this question, The 
concurrence of the House,of Bishops is 
asked for in the resolution, which is at 
follows: ' 

Whereas, Our age is ne Om 
vast and universal réadjustmenht 
with reference to the manufacture 
and sale of liquor, and it. {s general- 
ly recognized that the saloen has 
become more and more a menace to 
the best interests of our corporate 
and industrial life; therefore, 

Be it Resolved, The House of Bish- 
ops conourring, that his church 
‘places itself on record as favoring 
such action, in our legislative as- 
emblies as will preserve the large 
interests of temperance and will aid 
in the repression of the liquor traffic. 

Prohibition Not Mentioned. 

This resolution was .prepared by a 
committee from the church's Social! 
Service Commission. The tter was 
referred to this committee, after the 
Chureh Temperance Society had asked 
that the convention go on in fa- 
vor of nation-wide prohibifion. The res- 
olution, as reported by the committee, 
did not contain the wor 
though seeming to favor 
it was adopted without 
discussion. 

Francis A. Lewis of Philadelphia, 
chairman of the Committee on Dispatch 
of Business, said today that the House 
of Deputies would conclude, with today's 
session, the greater part of the busi- 
ness originating with itself, and that 
a considerable part of the rémaining 
time would be given to considering mat- 
ters which have been passed on by the 
House of Bishops, and are sent to the 
deputies for concurrence or Pfefection. 
The convention is to end Friday after- 
noon. - , 

The preposal to admit women to mem- 
bership in the House of Deputies was 


‘defeated by the deputies, late yester- 


lay afternoon. 

The House of Bishops, earlier in the 
convention, notified the deputies that it 
had voted unfavorably on a proposal 
to admit women to membership in} the 
House of Deputies. At that time.) the 
Gardiner resolution, favoring the ad- 
mission of women, was pending in ‘the 
House of Deputies, and had the deputies 
chosen to pass it, the Bishops would 
have been required to reconsider the 
matter. | 

Women’s Resolution Tabled. 

The deputies referred the matter to a 
committee, and this committee report- 
ed yesterday that, with full apprecia- 


tion of the great services of women in’ 


the church, it deemed it “‘inexpedient 


to give them equal representation in the: 


councils of the church."" On. the re- 


‘ coipt of this report, seeing that it. met 


with favor from the house, Robert H. 
Gardiner of Gardiner, Me., author of 
the resolution, moved that the matter 
be tabled, and this was done by general 
agreement. 

The proportional representation 
proposal, which provided that the 
larger dioceses should have five or 
six lay deputies and five or six cler- 
ical deputies, instead of the present 
uniform representation of four lay- 
men and four clergymen to a diocese, 
was defeated by a vote in which both 
the clerical and lay deputies were 
shown to be four to one against it. 
< The memorial proposing radica! 
thanges in the prayer book, and sug- 
yesting that the use of the prayer 
book be made optional, was placed on 
the calendar, and will probably be in- 
troduced and discussed tomorrow. A 
full outline of this memorial appeared 
in Sunday's Post-Dispatch, with the 
names of prominent clergymen and 
laymen who have signed it.

NEW RIFLE BULLET PIERCES 
THREE-QUARTER INCH PLATE 


Army Projectile Expected to Have 
Power to Shoot Through From 
10 to 20 Men, 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—Army officers 
who have observed the tests of the new 
armor-piercing bullet now In progress 
at Sandy Hook proving grounds, are 
enthusiastic over the results. The bul- 
let is of only 30-caliber and can be fired 
from the regulation army Springfield 
rifle. 

At a distance of 50 yards the projectile 
penetrated a sheet of steel three-quar- 
ters of an inch thick and passed through 
a silhouetted target planted behind the 
Steel plate. It is believed this new bullet 
would pass through from 10 to 20 men, 
standing in a row: 

The bullets are tipped with a piece of 
steel encased in lead which acts as a 
lubricant when the bullet strikes stee! 
and thus aids penetration. The projec- 
tiles are expected to be of great value 
against armored motor cars and against | 
troops hiding in houses,

IN. WALL STREET 


One Wager of $1000 on These 
Terms Recorded and $5000 
More Is Offered.

Generally, However, Hughes Is

NEW YORK, Oct. 2%.—For the first 
time since the presidential nomrnations 
were made wagers have been recorded 
here at even money. About three weel:s 
ago Charles E. Hughes was a strong 2- 
to-l favorite in the Wall street betting. 
This is the most startling change that 
has taken place in presidential betting 
odds in many years. 


Yesterday’s early betting was at 10 to 8 
on Hughes. Later the odds went to 10 t> 
§ and at both these figures it is estimat- 
ed about $75,000 was staked on the Broad 
Street curb, the largest day in the cam- 
paign. 

Shortly after 1 o’clock a bettor offered 
on the curb $1000 even on Hughes. This 
was quickly taken and it was reported 
that other bets on the same basis were 
made on the Stcck Exchange. 

The largest bet of the day was made 
by Edward McQuade, who placed $9000 
on Wilson against £10,000 on Hughes. An- 
other large bet, between two Stock FEx- 
change firms, was $4500 on Wilson 
against $5000 on Hughes. 

$5000 Offered at Even Money. 

W. E. McGee, a curb broker, was of- 
fering $5000 evén on Hughes at the close 
and other commissioners were doing 
likewise. Those handling the Wilson 
money, however, were generally stand- 
ing out for odds of 10 to 8, at which 
they wege said to have an unlimited 
amount of money to place. 

It was reported on the curb that most 
of the Wilson money came through 
Stock Exchange firms with wires to 
Chicago and other points in the Middle 
West. 

Apart from the extremely lively bet- 
ing on the,generat-result; “thére “wae 
much speculation yesterday as to the 
humber of votes either candidate will 
receive in the electoral college and upon 
their chances of carrying some of the 
more important states. 

Bets on Electoral Votes. 

One man offered $10,000 in whole or in 
part that Wilson will obtain 300 votes 
in the électoral college. He wanted odds 
of 3 to 1. Another man bet 1 to 2 that 
Hughes will not get 200 out of the 266 
electoral votes necessary for a choice. 
The man who offered the former wage- 
likewise had $1000 to bet at odds of 1 to 
3 that Wilson will carry New York 
State by 30,000 plurality. On the other 
hand, $1000 was offered against $2500 that 
Hughes will carry this State by 75,000 
plurality. 

One curb commissioner placed $900 
against $1000 that Wilson will carry Ohio. 
On Hughes to carry New York State 
the odds quoted at the close yesterday 
were 10 to 9, with the Wilson people 
asking 10 to 7. 


KAISER CONFERS WITH HOLLWEG 


Visits Berlin—Situation Regarding U.

BERLIN, via London, Oct. 24.—The 
Emperor, who is paying a brief visit to 
Berlin, conferred yesterday with the Im- 
perial Chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, and will continue the discus- 
sions on the general situation, con-ern- 
ing which the Chancellor and the For- 
sign Secretary, Herr von Jagow, last 
week, visited great headquarters. 

It is understood that there has been 
no change in the situatidn with re- 
spect to the United States.

Chief of Police, was indicted on two! 
charges in returns made in the Crimi- | 
nal Court here yesterday. The first in- | 
dictment accuses him of malfeasance | 
and the second names the Chief, Wil- 
Ham Luthardt, his secretary, and 
Charles T. Essig, secretary of the 
Sportsmen’s Club, as conspirators in a 
plot to nullify the antigambling laws. 


Qhief Healey’s. bonds were fixed at

Chief Justice vul- 
von said that on the strength of the 
evidence he would have been compelled 
to refuse the warrants.

FINISHES AUDIT OF CITY BOOKS 


E. H. Wagner Recommends Appraisal 
of Municipal Property by Commission. 

That public parks, grounds, buildings 
and other property owned by the city 
be appraised by a commission and the 
values kept on the general ledger of the 
Comptroller's office is the recommenda- 
tion of Edwin H. Wagner, representing 
Westerman, Trader & Co., who com- 
pleted yesterday an audit of the books 
of the municipal departments. Depreci- 
ation and like charges should be figured 
against the property annually, he says. 

In auditing the books of the Sprinkling 
Tax Division a bookkeeping discrepancy 
of $73,500 was found, due to the practice, 
begun in 1888, of charging the amounts 
of appropriations, instead of the actual 
contract prices, for sp@hkling. The ap- 
propriation was always larger than the 
cost of the sprinkling. 


MAN DIES FROM FRIGHT 


Storm at Sea Throws Him Into a 
Frenzy. 
NEWPORT, R. L., Oct. 24.~A case of 
a man literally frightened to death has 
been reported here. Gustav J. Liunvall 
went to Brenton’s Reef lightship as an 
assistant keeper last Wednesday, but 
before he had time to become accus- 
tomed to his surroundings the wind be- 
came a gale, accompanied by great 
seas, and the ship pitched at disturb- 

ing angles. 

Ljunvall complained of fears that the 
ship would go down. In a frenzy he 
tried to jump overboard, but was re- 
strained. His violence increased and 


the crew, after a struggle while the 
storm raged about them, put him in 
an improvised straitjacket and kept him 
there until he died Saturday.

COST RAISED IN 
ROYAL ARCANUW 


Readjustment on New Age 
Basis Will Affect Most of 
Order’s 240,000 Members. 


9000 POLICIES HERE 


Many Older Members Will Pay 
Nearly Double; Change Ef- 
fective Dec. 1. 


A readjustment of rates of the Royal 
Arcanum, a fraternal insurance society, 
which, in the case of some of the older 
members of the order, will practically 
double the cost of insurante, has been 
announced, to become effective Dec. 1. 
Most of the 240,000 members in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada will be affected, 
but according to A. S. Robinson, 
preme treasurer, with offices the 
Merchants-Laclede Building, those 


classes constituting the greatest part of 
the membership will have only slight 
increases, 

The outstanding feature of the new ar- 
rangement is that all regular rate mem- 
bers will hereafter have to pay the rate 
for their present age, regardless of the 
age at which they entered and which, 
up to this time, has been the basis of 
their assessments. That is, a man who 
entered at 30 ten years ago, paying the 
rate for age 30, is now 40 years old, and 
hereafter will have to pay the rate for 
age 40. 

Old Members Affected. 

Those members over § years old are 
most seriously affected. The old rate 
for age 65. which was the highest regu- 
lar rate, was $5.36°a month on $1000 in- 
surance. The new rate is $10.64. A mem- 
ber who might have entered as a young 
man, paying a rate much less than $5.36, 
but who is now 65, would have to pay 
the $10.64 rate. 

One member who is now 62 told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he entered at the rate 
of $4.83 a month on $1000, but that he 
now wil] have to pay $10.53 a month. 
Another member who entered at 30, pay- 
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now 55 years old and will have to pay 
$4.84 a month for the same insurance, or 
exactly twice as much, 

The increases for the younger mem- 
bers are Blight. The old rate for age 
21 was 63 cents a month on $1000. The 
new rate is 72 cents. The jump to a 
new age basis does not amount to much 
for a young member who has been in 
only a few years, 20 to 30 cents a month 
covering it in many cases. 

Necessity for Increase. 

The necessity for the increase, Robin- 
soa said, was to meet the statutory re- 
quirements for ample reserves. Most 
states, he pointed out, now require the 
same reserves of fraternal societies that 
are réquired of regular insurance com- 
panies. The readjustment was voted 
at the September meeting of the Su- 
preme Council. There is known to have 
been considerable opposition, but so far 
as is known no organized effort is being 
made to fight the new rates. Some mem- 
bers were in favor of higher proportion- 
al rates on the younger members. 

Robinson argued that the greater in- 
creases on the older members were bet- 
ter for two reasons. First, the older 
members have been having their protec- 
tion at low rates for years and have cre- 
ated the deficit in the reserve, and 
shouldgbear the greater burden in mak- 
ing it up. Second, old members, with 
short expectancy of life, are not likely 
to withdraw because of rate increases, 
while any considerable increase wun 
younger members would cause a great 
many to quit the society. 

Paid-Up Certificates, 

Old members who cannot afford to pay 
their full assessments probably will re- 
duce the amount of their insurance, but 
remain in the society, Robinson said. He 
also pointed out that there is an ar- 
rangement by which they can have a 
paid-up certificate at 70 and another plan 
by which any member who has paid as- 
sessments regularly. for four years can 
withdraw and receive a surrender value 
on his certificate. 

The Royal Arcaflum has about 900) 
members in St. Louis, Robinson said. 

The Royal Arcanum was founded 2S 
years ago. Its original rates remained 
in force until 1906, when slight increases 
were macie, It has a nuinber of groups, 
known as Options A, B, C and D, upon 
which the new increases have little af- 
fect.

PANEL INVESTIGATED 


Number of Persons Willing to 
Serve in Murder Trial Arouses 
State’s Suspicion. 


ET. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 24.—The rapid- 
ity with which 13 veniremen were sé- 
lected yesterday for the trial of Oscar 
D. McDaniel, County Prosecutor, 
charged with the murder of his wife, is 
viewed with suspicion by the State. 

“We have considered a dismissal of 
the case,’’ one of the representatives 
of the State said this morning, ‘‘but we 
do not want to act hastily. 

“The number of men who are willing 
to» sit as jurors is remarkable, even 
suspicious. We have five men working 
orn the personnel of the panel selected 
t» qualify, and we expect a report soon. 

Each side has 2% hours after the jury 
is selected before proceeding with the 
trial. We will act within that time if 
we find ground for doing so.” 

A dismissal of the present indictment 
would mean a new panel of 125 would 
have to be drawn. It was said the 
handling of the panel selection might be 
given into other hands. 

Tt Is said by persons in a position to 
know that until yesterday morning, 
when Attorney-General Barker came 
here to assist in the case, that L. H. 
Culver and R. FE. Vories, the two St. 
Joseph attorneys who volunteered to 
help Barton Lockwood, special prose- 
cutors, had planned to ask either a con- 
tinuance or to dismiss the indictment 
ovtright, In order that a new panel 
might be drawn.

Turning on Pursuers 


After Disorderly Flight in Transylvania.

DIVISIONAL HEADQUARTERS OF 
A COLUMN OF GEN. VON FALKEN- 
HAYN’S ARMY IN RUMANIA, be- 
tween Bucar and Campolung, Oct. 1, 
by courier to Berlin, Oct. 24.—Slowly 
but steadily the Rumanian attempts to 
check the three columns of Gen. Falken- 
hayn’s army coming southward through 
the passes from Kronstadt are becom- 
ing stronger and more energetic. 

The defense of the passes, which lead 
direct to Bucharest, as well as of Red 
Tower Pass, into Rumania, south of 
Hermannstadt, one.of nature's own de- 
fensive and fortress-like positions, was 
marked until the last three days by 
tactical amateurism quite beyond de- 
scription. 

The loss of the northern half of Pre- 
deal Pass, to the summit, and all of 
Toezburger Pass, which the Rumanians 
call Bran Pass, with their natural po- 
sitions wonderfully adapted to defense 
by small forces, is attributable only to 
the complete demoralization of the Ru- 
manian Generals, the disorganization of 
the retreating army and the pounding 
they got by the Germans and Hunga- 
rians through the vigor of Gen. von 
Falkenhayn's tactics. 

Pursuers’ Artillery Overwhelming. 

All the natural advantage was and Is 
with the Rumanians, but much evi- 
dence in the passes points to the con- 
clusion that Falkenhayn’'s division Gen- 
erals in front kept the Rumanians on 
the move and gave them little oppor- 
tunity to turn and face their pursuers. 
Flanking feints kept the Rumanians un- 
easy and guessing, the German infan- 
try never ceased pressing their heels, 
while overwhelming artillery, including 
heavy howitzers and mortars, brought 
up in amazingly quick time, was pound- 
ing away at the retreating troops. 

Not. until they reached Bucar did 
the Rumanians seem to catch their 
breath. Demoralization now appears to 
have given way to organized resistance 
and desperate attempts to halt the ad- 
vancing columns, both there and at Pro- 
deal, which, for bravery and tenacity of 
fighting, and tactical skill, are as sur- 
prising in the last few days as the for- 
mer lack of these qualities. In conse- 
quence, Falkenhayn’s columns have 
slowed down, but they are 
away with greater vigor than ever at 
the northern gateways of Bucharest. 

Friday I was at Riu Validu, on tre 
Rumanian side of the border, tin th« 
mountain gorge known as Red Tower 
Pass, so named after the ancient round 


the blood of slain invading Turks. The 
roadway was lined with dead horses 
while in the river lay Rumanian waz- 
ons with horses still hitched to thern, 
shot dead by the Bavarians, who swert 
the pass with machine guns. 
Yesterday I witnessed the taking of 
the dominant heights of the northe:z.: 
summit of Predeal Pass, and today I 
was with the division of Lieutenant- 
General von K-——, head of the right 
column of the three heading southwar i 
through the mountains from Kronstadt. 
The narrow valley and the movn- 
tains on either side reverberated with 
the fighting about five miles southwest 
of Bucar. The Rumanians appear to 
have many more’guns here than in the 
action tn defense of Predeal, and are 
using them*with much more accuracy. 
The narrow, crooked defiles, deep 
guiches and flanked, abrupt and steep 
mountain sides prevent both Rumani- 
ans and Germans from developing thelr 
artillery to the fullest extent, so far as 
field guns are concerned. 
Delayed Portions of Von Wliegand’s 
Description of Predeal Pass Fight. 


(The Post-Dispatch yesterday pub 
lished a part of Von Wiegand’s first 
dispatch, describing what he saw on his 
visit to the Rumanian battle front. The 
dispatch was incomplete.

We were invited to luncheon with the 
Hungarian division commander, who 
was directing the battle from a little 
farther up the mountainside. The Gen- 
eral was sitting on a blanket on the 
ground, his back toward the battle, and 
greeted us with the cordiality charactor- 
istic of the educated Hungarian or Aus- 
trian. Soon each of us had a platé of 
excellent, warm food, followed by cake 
and coffee and something to drink. 
Lieutenant-General von Stabs, 
commander, joined us.

The Hungarian division General arose 
and stood beside the German corps corn- 
mander, hig superior. I studied the two. 
The lank Hungarian, with long mustache 
and shaggy hair, was of a type some- 
what like that of our western plains- 
men, a rough and tumble fighter, af- 
fable, genial and delightfully agreeable 
when not aroused. At his side the Ger- 
man General, calm, cold, elegant, sturdy. 
He was a new type of military man,

Through a glass the German and Hun- 
garian reserves could be seen hurrying 
up behind the charging line, which had 
taken the Mount Sussiul positions. The 
Rumanians stood 2 minutes more of 
drum fire, during which the one Ruma- 
nian battery sent occasional sa)vos 
where they did no harm. 

Height Taken in 14 Minutes. 

Again the telephone operator repeat- 
ed the message from the front, “Ru- 
manians leaving trench.’’ In just 14 min- 
utes from the taking of the first posi- 
tlon on Sugsiul, on the east side of Pre- 
deal, the second also was in the hands 
of the Germans and Hungarians. 

On the immediate edge of Predeal the 
fighting took on a more sanguinary 
character, The Rumanians fought te- 
naciously and bravely, and the Germans 
didn’t make much headway there. The 
northwest outskirts of the town on tho 
slope had been cleaned out by mortara. 
but it was swept by machine guns and 
infantry fire from positions from which 
even the artillery did not seem able tu 
drive the Rumanians. During the after- 
noon, so far as I could see, the Wer- 
mans did not occupy that portion. 

The day's operations closed with the 
Germans and Hyngarians crossing the 
frontieg line into Rumania, having 
gained two dominating heights east of 
Predeal on the border. Still more dif- 
ficult ground and mountain ridges near- 
ly a thousand feet higher, which flank 
the pass between Predeal and Sina:

Pass, the 
Associated Press correspondent visited 
various German and Hungarian battery 
positions, where the men, undisturbed 
by Rumanian fire, kept up a fearful 
bombardment of the opposing positions 
In the campaign for the invasion of Ru- 
mania. The men went at their work in 
almost a holiday spirit, for it is with a 
sense of deep relief that the Germans 
and Hungarians here, officers and men 
alike, have left behind them the trench 
warfare of other regions and thrown 
themselves into open field maneuvers 
against the Rumanians. 

It was scarcely believable that, after 
two years of strenuous life at the front, 
infantrymen should rush to the assault 
singing, yet it is a fact, to which the 
universal feeling here of dealing with 
a foe who yét has to learn every trick 
of modern warfare contributes much. 
The men say, also that the worst of 
open field work is preferable to trench 
drudgery.

Two Positions Easily Taken. 

The fire was then directed mainly 
against the trenches some 500 feet be- 
low the summit, from which after a time 
the Rumanians fled when the German 
and Hungarian infantry came in view. 
On a ridge leading from Sussiul Moun- 
tain the Rumanians finally reached their 
second position. A lull ensued and then, 
a few minutes before 2 p. m., German 
artillery, supported by some Hungarian 
batteries, repeated the work of the 
morning and the infantry again rushed 
forward. Ina comparatively short time 
the objective was gained. 

The ground being extr2nely difficult, 
the Rumanians endeavored to forward 
jnfantry reinforcements through the 
town of Predeal, with the result that 
German and Hungarian guns inside of 
145 minutes blew up half of the town. 
The Rumanian forces were obliged to 


seek shelter in the forest above the 
town, passing through German infantry 
fire at long range. 

The Predeal battle was not remarkable 
for severity of artillery fire or other ac- 
tion, but Interest attaches to it because 
German and Hungarian infantry, unac- 
customed to mountain fighting, was 
able to cope with the difficulties of the 
terrain. 

The Rumanians, on the other hand. 
showed lack of military knowledge. The 
efficiency of thelr troops suffered be 
cause much of the artillery had been 
taken out of range for fear of being 
cut off. The Rumanian artillery, there- 
fore, mace an tnusually pour showing. 
The Rumanian infantry did relatively 
better, but it was at the mercy of the 
murderous German and Hungarian 
shelis. 

Stakes in Place of Barbed Wire. 

There was nowhere observable a 
tendency to underrate the Rurhanians, 
but officers of Gen. von Falkenhayn’s 
army spoke frankly of their many 
handicaps. They said the Rumanian 
general staff had overlooked some of the 
most important lessons of the present 
war, as, for instance, the absence before 
the Rumanian positions of barbed wire, 
which is replaced by shallow pits with 
pointed stakes. 

Thus_far the Rumanians have been 
worsted each time by flank movements 
and superior opposing artillery, the sig- 
nificance of which may be best under 
stood when it is considered that for a 
time the Rumanians constantly had nu- 
merical superiority—in one tnstance 30 to 
1. As the men in nearly all armies in 
the present war have done at first, the 
Rumanian infantry shoots badly. 


The losses of Gen. von Falkenhayn’s 
army are sald to have been light. An offi- 
cer of the general staff told the corre- 
spondent that in the battle of Kronstadt 
the losses in dead were less than the 
number of guns captured from the Ru- 
manians, which was 67. But-this was an 
exceptional case and occasionally the 
Rumanian infantry shows up compara. 
tively well. :

“White List” for Investors Is Sub- 
ject of Maine Bishop. 

A “White List for Investors’ was the 
subject on which Bishop Benjamin 
Brewster of Maine spoke in the social 
service tent, adjoining the temple, this 
afternoon. 

The speaker pointed to the necessity 
for soundness and conservatism in in- 
vestments with relation to the safety 
and protection of the worker as well 
as protection for the investor. 

*‘Bear in mind,” he said, “that today, 
through the complications of modern in- 
dustry, many of us have manservants 
and maidservants, not under our roof, 
but seattered over the country in mills 
and mines, on ships and perhaps in re- 
mote forests of far-away ‘lands. Think 
of them. How can we sincerely crave 
God's mercy and pray for His grace 
in regard to this law if'we think only 
of the individual application to our own 
comfortable lives and fail to have prac- 
tical and constructive care for the hun- 
dreds and thousands who, in remote and 
hidden places, are toiling to produce 


and opportunity for the higher claims of 
the spirit which God on Sinal proclaimed 
as their right, as well as ours?” 
Bishop Brewster reviewed the work of 
the Consumers’ League and other such 
organizations, and gave them credit for: 
much effective work. He said, how- 
ever, that such purely voluntary organ- 
izations cannot accomplish for social jus- 
tice as much as will be accomplished 
when the principle the responsibility 
of the whole social y for the well- 
being of every member shall have be- 
come woven into the structure of society 
itself. He called attention to a resolu- 
tion prepared for introduction before 
the convention by the Society of the 
Companions of the Holy Cross. The reso- 
lution calls upon the church to help 
make the welfare of the workers, rather 
than private profits, the aim of every 
industry and the test of that industry's

Curses Mayor, Hank Weeke, and 
Others Outside of Judge 
Clark’s Court. 


Charlies (Cap) Troll, a Republican 
ward leader, standing in the corridor 
outside Judge Clark’s court, in the Mu- 
nicipal Courts Building this morning, 
loudly announced to Henry (Hank) 
Weeke that he ‘‘would show up al! these 
city nall grafters." ; 

Troll owns the Typo-Press Club, tn the 
rear of 712 Pine street, a resort notori- 
ous as an all-night drinking establish- 
ment. 

Troll] had been conversing with 
Hank Weeke and with Beverly Brown, 
a saloon keeper. Of the six men shot 
and ‘killed in gang murders in St. 
Louis since Aug. 20, the first three 
were killed in places operated by 
Troll and Brown. ‘Troll cursed the 
Mayor, Weeke and the whole Kiel ad- 
miristration. 

‘Your ward is Democratic; you don’t 
control anything,’ Troll said to Weeke, 
who is Republican City Committeeman 
from the Eighteenth Ward, and, as one 
of the Mayor’s political lieutenants, is 
the Superintendent of Excavations. 

“And my ward,” Troll continued, ‘will 
show 200 against. Kiel.’’ 

Troll did not designate his ward, but 
he is active in the Ninth, in which 
his brother, William, ts committeeman. 
He apparently referred to the mayoralty 
primary next spring, when Kiel witi be 
a candidate for renomination. 

A few more epithets, and then Troll 
exclaimed: 

‘T’ll show these grafters up! If 
Jones ig elected he’ll investigate them 
and show them up.” 

Seebert G. Jones, former Circuit At- 
torney, is this year’s Republican nom- 
inee for that office. Jones is a bro- 
ther-in-law of Jeptha D. Howe, for- 
mer Republican city boss, and is be- 
ing supported by the Howe-Stifel- 
Koeln faction of the Republican 
party, which has been fighting the 
Mayor. 

“Tell it to Sam,” Weeke said, dis- 
gustedliy, as Sam Epstein, liquor dea!- 
er and professional bondsman, appeared. 

“Where do you want me to take 
you?’’ Epstein asked Troll. 

Cap pushed Epstein away.

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Aaron E. Johnston Wounded 
Four Times When He Is 
Throwing a Switch. 


HAD BEEN THREATENED 


Policeman Chases Assassin Until 
He Jumps Into Machine Con- 
taining Two Men. 


Aaron E. Johnston, 28 years old, of 
$782 Maffitt avenue, a United Railways 
motorman on the Natural Bridge line, 
died at the city hospital at 6:25 a. m. 
today from wounds received when he 
was shot four titnes by an unidentified 
assailant at Seventh and Wash streets 
at 12:40 a. m. 

Johnston had stepped from the front 
platform of his car to throw a switch 
when the man approached from behind 
and opened fire on him. After being 
pursued two blocks by Special Police- 
man Hutton, who was a passenger on 
the car, the man jumped into an auto- 
mobile which apparently had been wait- 
ing for him and escaped. 

The motorman was shot three times 
in the back and once in the chest. At 
tr.e city hospital he said that recently 
he had been threatened because he 
caused a man to be arrested on a bur- 
glary charge and whose trial is still 
pending. 

Police records show that on June 24 
last Johnston caused the arrest of a man 
who said he was Elmer Barnes, 21 years 
old, of 2602 North Tenth street. A war- 
rant charging burglary was issued 
against Barnes and he was released on 
bond. His case was on the docket for 
trial next week. Johnston told the po- 
lice he had captured the man in his

Senator Reed. 

An investigation was started by the 
Democratic managers with the result 
that it was discovered this advertising 
campaign extended all over the State 
and that editorial comment similar to 
that which appeared in the Republican 
usually appeared simultaneously with 
the ad or followed closely its appear- 
ance. 

In One St. Louls Newspaper. 

The advertisements of the Dickey silo 
have been appearing in Republican and 
independent newspapers in the country 
and in the cities, at least one St. Louis 
newspaper having carried them, since 
Dickey won the nomination for the Sen- 
ate at the primary election. 

For the most part they are double- 
column, four-inch display ads, although 
some have appeared in larger space, €X- 
tolling the virtues of the Dickey silo and

24 EACH PERISH 
IN FIRE; 800 SAVED 


Animals Had Been Bought by 
Armour & Co. Yesterday at 
East St. Louis Yards. 


Fourteen hundred hogs, worth an av- 
erage of $24 aplece, were burned to death 
in a fire that started at 10:30 o’clock last 
night. and destroyed the upper part of 
the $85,000 hoghouse of the St. Louis 
National Stockyards Co., at East St. 
Louis, which was completed only a few 
months ago. 

The hogs, which belonged to Armour 
& Co., had been purchased during the 
day and were penned on the second 
floor of the building. Eight hundred 
hogs owned by shtopers, which were 
penned on tue first floor, were driven 
out by watchmen. 

The fire started on the roof at the 
south end of the structure and is sup- 
posed to have been caused by a spark 
or electric light wires. The flames 
Swept rapidly through the second story, 
which was of frame construction, and 
the hogs huddled in the pens were 
smothered or burned to death in half an 
hour. 

A general alarm brought all the appar- 
atus of the East St. Louis department. 
The runway to the Armour plant, which 
Was threatened by the flames, was 
Saved. The fire was under control at 
midnight. 

The building was 300 feet long and 80 
feet wide. The first story and the floor 
of the second story was of concrete con- 
struction. The frame construction of 
the second story consisted only of an 
inclosing fence and the roof. 

The roof collapsed and the destruction 
of the woodwork above the second floor 
was complete.- The building was owned 
by the stockyards company. It was 
used for hogs held in reserve.

C S ter S. Dickey of Kansas City, candidate 


for United States Senator, spoke last 
night at the Soldan High School and at 
1441 Chouteau avenue, 

Judge ‘Lamm’s speech was along the 
line of his usual attack upon the Major 
administration, and an attempt to hold 
Frederick D. Gardner, Democratic candi- 
date for Governor, responsible for the 
plank in the Democratic State platform 
indorsing the administration.

Jackson Johnson, chairman of the 
board of directors of the International 
Shoe Co., announced today that he in- 
tended to vote for President Wilson. Six 
weeks ago he resigned from the Wilson | 
Club because of his disapproval of the 
Adamson law, and said he did not be- 
lieve he would vote for Wilson. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter today ob- 
tained his explanation of his decision 
to support the President for re-election. 

Mr. Johnson said: ‘““‘When I resigned 
from the Wilson Club I felt that I could 
not support Mr. Wilson because of the 
attitude taken by him on the Adamson 
law. At that time, however, I stated 
that unless I changed.my mind, I could 
not support Mr. Wilson. 

‘“T have thought the matter over care- 
fully, and when I balanced the great 
constructive measures of the Wilson 
administration against the ill-advised 
measures of previous Republican rule, I 
have concluded to support Mr. Wilson 
for a second term. 

Faced Trying Times, 

‘Mr. Wilson has faced the most try- 
ing times of any President since Lin- 
coln. Before his administration had 
fairly started, like a thunder-clap out 
of a clear sky, all the great nations 
of the earth, except the United States, 
became involved in a world-wide war. 

“Through his leadership the inade- 
quate currency measure known as the 
Aldrich law was, on a moment’s noxice. 
taken up by a Democratic Congress and 
amended in such a way as to prevent 
what would have been the greatest pan- 
ic this country has ever known. 

“By this amendment the clouds that 
threatened the currency situation were 
held in abeyance .until the regional 
banks under the Federal regerve act, 
which had been passed by a Democrativ 
Congress, could be organized and the 
Federal reserve law put into successful 
operation, 

“In my judgment the Federal reserve 
act is one of the greatest and the mosl 
beneficial pieces of legislation ever placed 
upon the statutes.

“To fully appreciate the great good 
that has resulted, we have only to°go 
back to the period immediately preceding 
the outbreak of the European war, while 
the Republican party was in power, and 
to recall the periodical money pani.2s 
into which this country had been 
plunged by the most trivial causes; and 
in my judgment had it not been that 
Mr. Wilson and the Democratic party 
had caused this satisfactory financiil 
legislation to have been passed and have 
enacted the amendment to the Aldrich 
bill, this country would not have been 
in a worse financial conditions than any 
of the warring nations of Europe. 

Favors Clayton Act. 

“T have never known a man that J 
agreed with in all things; so, notwith- 
standing my idsagreement with Mr. Wil- 
son as to some things, in summing up 
what has been accomplished by him, in 
the passage of the Federal Reserve law, 
the standardization of cotton classifi- 
cation act, the Clayton act (especially 
with reference to the third section of 
this act), and other constructive legis- 
lation I have reached the conclusion 
that he and the Democratic party should 
be given credit for the present prosper- 
ous conditions; and for these reasons 
he and the party should be retained in 
power. 

“TI know this law has been criticised, 
and it may not be perfect in its present 
form, but it is a Democratic measure 
and the Democratic party is the only 
party to whom we can look to improve 
and perfect it. I think no greater harm 
could be done the United States than to 
repeal this law, or to so amend it as to 

make it ineffective. From the utter- 
: ances of Mr. Hughes and other promt- 
nent eRpublicans not in sympathy with 
this law, it is to be feared that the Re- 
publican party, if successful in Novem- 
ber, will repeal the act or so change it 
as to destroy its usefulness. This woul, 
in my udgment,-be the greatest calamity 
that could befall the best interests of 
this country. 

“For these reasons I shall vote the 
Democratic ticket, believing that the 
election of Woodrow Wilson is for the 
best interests of the whole country,”’

25,000 letters, inclosing 25,000 dimes 
Thousands of the letters have been roa 
turned to the writers, but a large ma- 
jority carry no return marks and as a 
result mail channels of this office are 
choked daily by the influx of letters ‘or

Testifies at Arthur Fineburg In- 
quest That. He Didn't 
Even Look Around. 


Joseph Phelan, a baker, of 1016 


South Eighteenth 
@ coroner's inquest today, that he was 
drinking at the bar and “didn’t look 
around” when two men entered Clar- 
ence L. Ovens’ saloon. 1421 Chouteau 
avenue, and shot Arthur Fineburg to 
death early Saturday. 

“Do you mean to say you didn’t 
leok around when 8 or 10 shots wero 
fired near you?” asked Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney McDaniels. 

“No, I didn't,” replied Phelan. 

“Couldn't you look in the mirror 
and see the men who shot Fineburg?’’ 
asked McDaniels. 

“No, the mirror was all decorated,” 
said Phelan. 

Owens, the proprietor of the saloon, 
testified that he was talking at a 
telephone at the cigar counter in 
front and did not know anything had 
happened until he heard the shots. 
He then saw a man run out the back 
door. 

Charles Ebner of 1419 Chouteau ave- 
nue, one of the two bartenders, testified 
he also was in the front of the saioon, 
looking up a telephone number for 
Owens and did not see the shooting. 
Just before it occurred, he said, he 
saw two men enter the front door and 
go through a partition door into the 
saloon. Ebner said he could not teil hovy 
mnmany shots were fired. 

William Laughney, tne 
tender, said he was behind the bar 
When two men rushed in. One «aid: 
“There he is now.” Eight or 10 shots 
were fired, he said, and Fineburg fell. 
Then men ran out the rear door. Lauga- 
ey said he could not describe them. 

’ Fineburg was held as a witness after 
the gang killing of Arthur Dunn at 
the Typo-Press Club, Sept. 19. He was 
known as a close friend of Harry Ro- 
mani, a prizefighter, who was shot and 
killed in the Fifth Precinct Democratto 
Club about two eweeks before Dunn was 
slain. : 

An open verdict was returned, holding 
no one responsible for Fineburg’s death.

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Senator Stone, in his first speech in 
St. Louis this campaign, last night, at 
the North St. Louis Turner Hall, Twen- 
tieth and Salisbury’ streets, praised 
President Wilson, Senator Reed and the 
candidates on the Democratic State 
ticket and attacked Walter S. Dickey 
and Judge Henry Lamm. 

The Senator described President Wil- 
son as “the most accomplished states- 
man of the present generation,’’ and de- 
clared he had achieved success in all his 
undertakings. He said Hughes had been 
only a fault finder, had offered no theo- 
ries of government and had confined 
himself to “‘waspish criticism.”’ 

Reed and Dickey. 

Praising Senator Reed, Senator Stone 
said: ‘“‘He is, without a question of a 
doubt, ranked as one of the greatest 
of our Senators.”’ 

He told of the fight against the lobby 
in Washington, and said that Reed col- 
lected the evidence and did most of the 
questioning in the lobby investigation. 
He praised Reed as a born fighter and 
fearless investigator, and declared he 
did more than any other Senator in per- 
fecting the new currency law. 

Criticising Dickey, Senator Stone 
sought to hold him personally responsi- 
ble for a paragraph in the Republican 
campaign text book, in which Dickey 
is compared to the late Senator Mark 
Hanna. Senator Stone said: ‘Mr. 
Dickey boasts that he is of the Mark 
Hanna type.” Continuing, the Senator 
charged that supporters of Dickey in the 
country were seeking to trade votes for 
the remainder of the Republican ticket 
to Democrats for votes for Dickey. 

Confederate Pensions. 

Passing to State affairs, the Senator 
repeated the statement frequently made 
by Democratic speakers, denying a re- 
cent assertion by Judge Lamm that tha 
Democratic party has failed to comply 
with the provisions of the 1913 act to 
pension Confederate veterans $10 a 
month. 

Judge Lamm pointed out that the 
Legisiature, controlled by Democrats, 
has not made appropriations sufficient to 
meet the requirements of the pension 
act, and that thus the State owes the 
veterans a large sum of money. This 
statement has been taken by Democratic 
speakers, and was repeated by Stone, as 
a @eclaration by Lamm that the State 
owes the veterans $150,000 of $200,000 ap- 
propriated in 1916. 

The Post-Dispatch yesterday explained 
the facts, which are that about $150,0vv 
a year is needed for the pensions, and 
the Legislature appropriated only $200,000 
for two years, and of this $91,000 was to 
pay back pensions which had not been 
paid during the previous two years. 
Stone said that all the nwney appropri- 
ated had been paid. This is true, but it 
is equally true that the appropriation 
was not sufficient to meet the needs. 


A BATTERY MEMBERS ASK FOR 
RELIEF FROM BORDER DUTY 


Letter of Appeal Received Here Is 
Forwarded to Secretary 
of War. 

An appeal to A. C, Einstein, vice 
president of the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co., by 150 men of A Bat- 
tery, Missouri Field Artillery, who thini 
they have been forgotten and are to be 
allowed to remain on the Mexican bor- 
der indefinitely, has been forwarded to 
Secretary of War Baker in Washing- 
ton. 

The Missouri Artillery arrived on the 
border July 10. Many units which ar- 
rived later have been returned to their 
homes. 

The letter to Einstein, which was 
written by a man who in private life 
was employed by the Union Electric Co., 
says the men enlisted only with the idea 
of serving on the border through an 
emergency; that they have been given 
the training necessary; that the only 
good their stay longer can do ts to fur- 
nish police duty and that their careers 
are being seriously interfered with.

| HUGHES’ WONDERFUL HINDSIGHT. | 

Mr. Hughes, when asked what he would have 
done when the Lusitania was sunk, replied that 
when the warnings were published in the news- 
papers he would have acted so promptly that 
the Lusitania would never have been sunk. We 
quote his exact words: 

When notice was published with respect to 
the action threatened, I would have made it 
known in terms unequivocal and unmistakable 
that we should not tolerate a continuance of 
friendly relations through the ordinary diplo- 
matic channels if that action were taken. And 
the Lusitania would never have been sunk. 
This is a plausible statement, but what are 

the facts? 

The facts are that the warning advertisements 
were published for the first time in the New 
York moruing newspapers of Saturday, May 1, 
1915, approximately eight hours before the Lusi- 
tania sailed. She was torpedoed and sunk six 
days later, on May 7, 1915. 

Mr. Hughes says he would have acted prompt- 
ly, but if that be true, he is endowed with mar- 
velous foresight. For if he took the advertised 
warning seriously, he must have been the only 
man in the United States to do so. 

The account of the warning sent out from 
Washington by the Associated Press and pub- 
lished in the papers on May 1 contains the fol- 
lowing: 


While the notice was regarded among offi- 
cials and diplomatists here as nothing more 
than a reiteration of Germany’s first warning 
given when the war zone about the British is- 
lands was announced, there was much interest 
in the question whether it foreshadowed in- 
creased activity of German submarines or pos- 
sibly had to do with movements of the Ger- 
man fleet which has been variously reported 
of late cruising in the North Sea. © © *& 
Count Bernstorff, the German Ambassador, was 
away today, but officials at the embassy said, 
so far as they knew, the notice was intended 
merely to remind neutral travelers of their 
danger, and did not indicate new naval oper- 


ationa. 

No one, oxcept Mr. Hughes, apparently, took 
the warning advertisement seriously. Mr. Root 
ignored it, Mr. Lodge, ranking Republican mem- 
ber of the Foreign Relations Committee, ig- 
nored it. Mr. Taft ignored it. Even the great 
foresighted Theodore Roosevelt, whose hindsight 
in this case as in the case of the invasion of 
Belgium, seems to improve with age, ignored it. 
The chief agent of the Cunard line, Charles P. 
Sumner, ignored it. The 1310 passengers on the 
Lusitania ignored it. 

There was no specific official] warning with 
regard to the sinking of the Lusitania upon which 
to act. 

Everyone ignored it, except Mr. Hughes. Mr. 
Hughes will have to find a better answer to the 
question, “What would you have done, Mr. 
Hughes, when the Lusitania was sunk?” 
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CATOH ’EM ALIVE!

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THE REVIVING FUR INDUSTRY. 

The Department of Agriculture ascertains that 
the fur business of the United States and Canada 
has an annual volume of more than $20,000,000. 
This represents the rewards to trappers and hunt- 
ers and does not include large additional val- 
ues added by the time fur commodities reach the 
consuming public. 

The figures increase appreciation of what it 
means to St. Louis to be recognized as the fur 
center of the continent and perhaps the princi- 
pal fur mart in the trade of the world.

of the causes of high prices. 
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THE 1916 MODEL DANDY. 

The 1916 model dandy is a societal phenomenon 
well worth a glimpse as refiecting the morals 
and manners of the day, and the influences which 
go to make him. On almost any street corner 
you may observe him, the exact reproduction of 
a magazine cover or clothing illustration, the 
living embodiment of an advertisement, the hero 
stepped full-clothed from a popular novel. His 
soft hat sets well down on the back of his head, 
he is wasplike at the waist, his features have a 
Greek mold; his mind seems to hold what he 
represents, and we may ask, what is it? Is it 
something more than to conform to the conven- 
tionally approved appearance of the ready-made 
young man? Is his pose just to be in conform- 
ity? ‘ 

The pose of the dandy in times past has been 
more animated, not to say interesting, than the 
apparently vacuous statuesqueness of the 1916 
model. Even the Berry Wall or Ward McAllister 
type of recent decades seemed more vital. The 
Namby-Pamby, which was the slang term for 
dude generations ago, was not more purposeless 
than the sidewalk ornament of today, if appear- 
ances go for anything. The athletic type of 
young man of later days was a more ideal type, 
even if he sometimes padded his shoulders. The 
Byronic pose was decidedly more taking when 
that prevailed, and the Werther affectation, which 
inspired, was considerably more romantic. 
Our narrow-shouldered modern dandy’s indiffer- 
ence—he is to be seen rather than to ogle—in- 


spires no sighs from feminine beholders, The 


ae 


ancient Athenian dandies, the 
went about with uncouth ers, uncut hair, 
unwashed hands, a Spartan belligerency and prac- 
ticed fist fights in their idle moments, were vastly 
more sensational. The “chevaliers transis” of the 
fifteenth century, who wore furs in summer and 
summer mantles in winter for the glorification of 
love, were more explicable if not more rational.

He added: 

Every public man, every writer who speaks 
with wanton offensiveness of a forefgn power 
or of a foreign people, whether he attacks En- 
gland or France or Germany, whether he as- 
sails the Russians or the Japanese, is doing 
an injury to the whole American body politic. 
Mr. Root, in a speech to the American Society 

of International Law in April, 1914, on the crisis 
between the United States and Mexico, which was 
averted hy the A. B. C. conférence, wept over 
the possibility of intervention in Mexico. He 
pleaded for loyal support of the President, who 
bore the responsibility for the nation’s course, 
and added: 

Thank Heaven, we have a President in 
whose lofty character, in whose sincerity of 
purpose, in his genuine desire to do what is 
right, wise, patriotic, and what is best for the 
country and humanity, we can all trust abso- 
lutely. I trust init. I have differed from him 
in questions of policy, and doubtless shall dif- 
fer from him again. Men coming up with 
different environments and associations and 
ideas must differ; but I have confidence in the 
character and purpose of the President of the 
United States. He is my President, and I will 
stand behind him in his leadership. 

A few days later in the Senate, Mr. Root pro- 
tested against a threat of force in Mexico as a 
reversal of the policy of the United States and “a 
step backward in the path of civilization.” 

Contrasting these statesmanlike remarks with 
the bitter assaults of Roosevelt and Root upon 
the President’s policies, in a partisan campaign, 
we ask which judgment is the more. trust- 


worthy?

ATURE has filled a grain of pop- 
corn with tightiy packed starch- 
grains.
